Loudon, March 115.— Under si threat 
from Mr. Balfour of Saturday sitting, 
the house, sat until half past one this 
morning and adopted the chief items of 
the army estimates, these amounts be- 
ing urgently needed by the government 
before the close of the financial year. 

London, March 15.— The House of 
Lords was unusually crowded to-day in 
anticipation of the reply of Lord 
Wolseley, the former commander-in- 
chief, to the criticism of the former 
war secretary, Lord Lansdowne, now 
secretary for foreign affairs. 

Lord Wolseley, in his opening re- 
marks, suid he regretted being com- 
pelled to discuss u personal matter, but 
be could not puss unchallenged the 
severe comments of Lord Lansdowne 
on the manner in which he had per- 
formed the duties of commander-in- 
chief. 

Lord Lnnsdowne's personalities evi- 
dently had been premeditated. His 
indictments wore grave, and almost 
seemed as ir the personal attack had 
been made in order to divert attention 
from the question at issue, and throw 
upon the commander-in-chief blame 
for mistakes made by the government. 

Until the recent debate he had never 
had reason to suppose that he did not 
possess the full confidence of Lord 
Lansdowne and the cabinet. Early in 
]!)IK) circumstances occurred which left 
him no alternative but to resign, which 
ho had done. If he had not possessed 
the cabinet's confidence, that bad been 
an opportunity which might legitimately 
have been used to appoint another com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Lord Wolseley then proceeded to 
refute the specific charges made by Lord 
Lansdowne. He said he had made 
every effort to improve .the auxiliary 
forces. In February. 1800, he recom- 
mended that additional troops be sent to 
South Africa, and recommended the 
strengthening Of the Natal garrison and 
defensive occupation, not of the town 
of Ladysmith, but of the Biggarsberg 
range, which was 2o miles in advance 
of Ladysmith, and had never consid- 
ered Ladysmith and its surrounding 
hills to be tenable. 

Lord Wolseley admitted that in com 
mon with other authorities ho had 
under-estimated the fighting power of 
the individual Boer. Three weeks be- 
fore Kruger's declaration of war h 
had urged Lord Lansdowne to send out 
an army eorps. a cavalry division and 
five battalions for the lines of communi- 
cation, in addition to the 10,000 troops 
already in Africa. Such a compara- 
tively small number of troops employed 
early had often achieved results which 
five times their number could not pro- 
duce later. The mobilization of this 
force at that time would have produced 
n considerable effect in Africa. If the 
country had not been prepared at the 
outbreak of war it had not been be- 
cause ho bad not urged the gradual and 
unostentatious reinforcement of the 
forces. Lord Wolseley concluded by 
saying: 

•' 1 have said as little as possible con- 
sistently with any justice to myself. 
The noble Marquis made strong per- 
sonal statements which were not sup- 
ported. I have made my reply, which 
is also unsupported. I cannot, how- 
ever, leave the matter thus. I feel I 
am justified in moving that all (lie 
papers be laid on the table. I am pre- 
pared to prove by official documents all 
I have said." 

Lord Lansdowne. in replying, said he 
thought Lord Wolseley had hardly com- 
prehended the purport of his former 
speech, when he said it bad not been a 
personal attack on himself. After thus 
breaking Lord Lansdowne's window. 
Lord Wolseley could hardly expect that 
there would not be retaliation on his 
own conservatory. 

Proceeding, Lord Lansdowne ques- 
tioned the correctness of some of Lord 
WoNeley's statements. lie reminded 
the latter bow. after the Gloncoe dis- 
aster. Lord Wolseley had suggested 
that the British should fall back behind 
Ihe Tie.ela river. If the suggestion 
had been given earlier it might have 
saved one of the most untoward disas- 
ters of the war. Ljeiitennnt-Geueral 
Sir William Butler had written a pri- 
vate letter lo Lord Wolseley. suggest- 
ing that 40.0110 men might be necessary 
for the campaign. Lord Lansdowne 
did not wish to excuse himself for 
under-estimating the enemy, but Lord 
Wolseley should bear his full share. 
I^ii-d Wolseley had suggested among 
other things the occupation of Delagoa 
Bay and tin appeal to the colonies. 

Lord Salisbury said he thought it un- 
desirable that iill the papers referring 
to the debate should be circulated. He 
was not aware that any personal charges 
had been made against Lord Wolseley. 

Lord Tlosebery enumerated Lord 
Lansdowne's charges against Lord 
Wolseley and said they were personal 
in tiie judgment of the mass of the 
House and the man in the street. 

Lord Wolseley's motion that all the 
papers be laid on the table was rejected 
by a vote of G2 lo 33.

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DEMENTED DEWET. 

Boer Prisoners Say His Mind Has Been 
Unhinged. 

Bloemfontein, March 15.— Prisoners 
who have lately been released by De- 
wet, say they think he is a madman. 
They aver that the terrible fatigues that 
he has undergone, Is is anxieties and the 
intensity of his feelings have unhinged 
his mind. Apart from this view of Gen. 
Dewet's mental state, some of his pe- 
culiarities are that he rarely sleei* 
within the bounds of his camp. He 
seeks rest outside, with a few trusted 
followers. Thus the orderlies of his 
subordinate commanders are frequently 
unable to find him to receive orders. 
His secrecy is extreme. He imparts 
his plans to no one. He repudiates the 
peace negotiations which are going on. 
He has declared openly to the men un- 
der him that no terms except indepen- 
dence will saisfy him. A recent ut- 
terance attributed to him is that after 
the British, lie hates the Transvaalers. 
His whereabouts during the Lust two 
or three days are unknown, nor is it 
known whether Steyn is with him.

John Walters Arrested Last Night 
by Sergeant Redgrave and 
Constable Mowat 



He Is Suspected of Recent At- 
tack on the Victoria West 
Lady. 



After some very quick work last 
night, Sergt. S. 1;. Redgrave and Con- 
stable Mouatt captured die man who it 
is believed was tho assailant of the 
young lady of Victoria West who was 
struck from behind while walking ou 
the Oraigflower Toad on Monday night 
at 10:;i0 p.m., and after being partly 
.stunned, was kicked. lie is John. Wal- 
ters, a man of about .'i7 years of age. 
and although his clothes are crumpled 
and untidy, and his face is unshaven 
and lhair unkempt, he seems to have 
been not long siuco dressed respectably, 
and of late seems to have been making 
his home in the bush off the Oraigflower 
road, where he was captured by like two 
otllcers. 

Shortly before vS o'clock last, night it 
was reported to the police that a man 
had been stopping girls and others ami 
making himself offensive on the Oraig- 
flower Toad, near the cross-roads, and 
not far from the Craigtlower school. 
This, it was said, this man has been do- 
ing for two days. When this report 
was received. Sergt. Redgrave and Con- 
stable Mouatt secured a horse and bug- 
hurried out to the scone and tied tin 
horse up at Rolands, from whence they 
went to where the fellow had been last 
soon, in the bush about ihalf-way be 
tween Rolands and Burnside road, near 
the OobpiitZ bridge. 

Tho two otllcers, lanterns in hand, 
went into the bush anil beat their way 
about through the small bush and trees 
in search of the man. After about an 
hour's hunt they found him lying asleep 
close by a fire which he had built in tile 
forks of the root of a large tree. He was 
fully dressed. The coming of the ser- 
geant and constable aroused Walters, 
mid at first he prepared to dart at the 
otllcers, but changing his mind stopped, 
and then, while they spoke to him, he 
suddenly jumped backward as though 
intending Might; but there was uo escape 
with one otllccr on either side, ready to 
intercept him, and tho big tree behind. 
In little over an hour later he was in a 
cell at the city lock-up. 

When searched Walters was found to 
have one hundred dollars on his per 
son, and carried a bank book which 
credited him with nearly eight hundred 
dollars more. lie carried crackers and 
cheese in bis pockets, having seemingly 
been living from the rood he carried in 
this manner, and making bis home in 
the bush, sleeping beside a lire as lie 
was doing when the police found him. 

Walters is not unknown to the po- 
lice, having some years ago attempted 
suicide by jumping from it he outer 
wharf with his pockets tilled with 
stones. lie -was rescued with difficulty 
on that occasion. He is thought ito 1h 
of unsound mind. 

The good time made by the two ofll- 
cers in securing Walters mid bringing 
him to thir police station is worthy of 
note. They loft the city at 8:20 p.m., 
and afor driving the long distance to 
the vicinity in which the girls ad oth 
ers bud been accosted By this man, and 
then searching for an hour in the bush 
for him, and driving back, they put 
their horse back in the stable at 10:40. 
the whole trip occupying but two hours 
and twenty minutes.

A RAILWAY MEETING. 

A public mooting vs called to bo held 
in tlio Victoria Theatre on Tuesday 
••veiling, to discuss railway matters 
There never has been a time in the his- 
tory of the province when greater inter 
est was taken in the transportation 
question. The responsibility of the gov- 
ernment in the premises is n weighty 
one. Its desire and duty is to arrive at 
such a solution of the several problems 
as will be in the best interests of the 
province. While the terms of the notice 
calling- the meeting are general, there is 
hardly any doubt that the principal (sub- 
ject discussed will be the proposed lino 
from the Coast to the Boundary coun- 
try. The government does not under- 
rate the importance of this, and will ciu 
deavor to secure such n line on the best 
possible tarms. Doubtless the expres- 
sions of public opinion at the proposed 
meeting and others will aid the govern- 
ment in reaching a conclusion, that will 
be satisfactory to the people, whose 
welfare ought lo bg the first object of 
finy administration, 

l 

PROTECTION OF CAPITAL, 

The time has come when it is neces- 
sary in this province to give close. Con- 
sideration to the trend of legislation re- 
lating to invested capital and industral 
pursuits. During the last few years a 
disposition has been exhibited on the 
part of, perhaps, a majority of aspir- 
nnts for political honors to pander to a 
small minority of the population, and 
to gain votes by the advocacy of meas- 
ures which frighten away capital and 
disturb existing industries. Undoubt- 
edly British Columbia is a country of 
great resources. The half has not 
been learned about them, and half that 
lias been learned has not been told to 
tin- world. But we have no monopoly 
of resources. Other countries possess 
the same elements of wealth as ours, 
;it least of that wealth which attracts 
investment and leads to rapid develop- 
ment. Mexico, South Africa, Aus- 
tralia and other countries can easily 
be named where there are rich do- 
posits of minerals. The Orient is being 
opened to Caucasian enterprise, ami in 
the course of a few years will be an 
exceedingly formidable competitor with 
other lauds in the investing centr"s. 
Our province, rich though it is, is only 
one of many places where men of 
energy and credit will go with money, 
to be followed by thousands of working 
men. Even in our own Dominion w 
have areas which compete with us. It 
has recently been stated on authority 
that the industries established on the 
Canadian side of the Snult Ste, Mane 
will lead to the settlement ill the 
vicinity of at least 100,000 people in the 
immediate future. Northern Ontario 
while not equal in natural wealth to 
our province, is a formidable competitoi 
with us in investments and immigration, 
and is getting the better of us. Mean- 
while a disposition is manifest hero to 
disregard, not the rights of invested 
capital, for capital has no intrinsic 
rights, but the conditions under which 
the capital needed before the resources 
of the province can be developed and 
lalior be given employment There is 
no greater folly than to cater to n few 
voters by seeking to establish condi- 
tions under which progress will be im- 
possible. 

"We have said " a few voters," and 
we use this expression becauso we be- 
lieve the very great majority of the 
British subjects resident in this prov- 
ince, no matter in what department of 
industry they arc to be found, are ready 
to do what is right in these matters. 
Many of them have been misled. They 
have- been shown only one side of the 
case. They have been taught to be- 
lieve that there is nn antagonism be- 
tween capital and labor. But they are 
open to reason and quite, us able to un- 
deratanfl economic problems as any one 



else. They have the welfare of their 
families nt heart. They want to see 
the country in which their children are 
growing up made prosperous, because 
they know that there is no line of de- 
marcation between social ranks or be- 
tween employer and employed, but that 
the fellow, who has the right kind of 
stuff in him, can attain to any position- 
social, financial or political— to which 
he may aspire. Show such men as 
these — the urtizans, who live clean and 
honorable lives, the men whom, thank 
Cod, British Columbia can count by 
thousands— the true path of their duty 
to their country, and they will walk in 
it, though all the demagogues on the 
Continent should seek to lead them 
astray. "What seems to be needed is 
that some one will face the situation 
with courage, and will spook the truth, 
relying upon the dynamic force of the 
truth for victory. 

We deny in the most emphatic man- 
ner possible that any disposition exists 
en the part of capitalists to oppress 
working men, or to reduce them to a 
condition of serfdom. On economic 
grounds the man who has money to in- 
vest would prefer to see the men to 
whom he gives employment independent 
and contented. He knows that the 
higher the class of men, the better the 
service they will render. The notion 
that employees must be ground down 
to the last notch is one that lingers in 
the sweating shops of the great cities, 
but has no place in the industries of 
which British Columbia is the seat, nor 
is it favored by the class of men who 
invest, here. Putting the case on the 
low plane of self-interest, the repre- 
sentatives of capital may be trusted not 
to exact unreasonable conditions from 
the workingmen, We do not wish to 
be understood as suggesting that all 
laws for the regulation of the relations 
between employers and employed should 
he repealed. We do not wisii to be 
thought to be objecting to the operation 
of labor unions within proper limits. 
We only ask that reason and common 
sense shall prevail, and th.it the aim of 
both parties to the subject lllltter shall 
he so to exercise their own rights that 
they will nut interfere, any more than 
is absolutely necessary, with the rights 
of others, which is. as mjst pt-jpio 
know, the very foundation of r r;-e 
government. 

Let us take the case presented in this 
province. There was the eight-hour 
law. A certain number of people 
clamor for an eight-hour day as though 
there was some scientific principle in- 
volved. That law was passed without 
tho slightest consideration being given 
to the industry to which it was applied. 
It was introduced as a political trick 
and passed without discussion. If any 
of the members of the house foresaw 
its dangerous character they never 
made any objection, for v. hat reason we 
shall not now stop to inquire. There is 
not a man, cognizant of the facts, who 
will deny that the eight-hour ma was a 
bid for votes. If it is desirable to limit 
the hours of WOrli underground in 

mines to eight— and we nre far from! 
saying that it is not— surely before such 
a change was made in an important 
industry, there should have been some 
sort of consultation between the parties 
interested, and some one should have 
been in a position to inform the house 
as to the effect of the proposed change 
upon the mining industry. In Other 
words, the house should have gone at 
the question with its eyes open, and not 
take a leap in the dark. Let us take 
the case presented by Mr. Hiiwthorn- 
thwaite's bill— and we do not refer to 
this measure because we think it neces- 
sary to do so in order to defeat it, but 
simply as illustrating the sort of dan 
gers to which invested enp'.tai is sub- 
jected in this province. It is obviou 
that if legislation along such lines is t 
be permitted, the time is measurably 
near when it will be impossible to get 
men to invest iiinnc.i in coal mines, and 
when it may bo that mine owners will 
feel compelled to shut down their works 
rather than submit to the arbitrary 
exactions of employees, who may or 
may not have been a month at work 
in the mine, and may not intend to re- 
main there. 

There are investments of another 
class, which may be prejudicially af- 
fected by legislation. When men come 
into a country and in good faith invest 
their money, they have n right to some 
consideration at the bands of the legis- 
lature. They have a right, to expect 
that the value of their investments will 
not be lessened by hostile legislation or 
by the enforcement's of arduous condi- 
tions. L'nless care is taken in this re- 
gard, the people of British Columbia 
may find out when it is too late that 
they have let a precious opportunity 
slip by, and that the men, whose money 
is so much needed here to develop our 
great resources, have looked elsewhere, 
and that the men in whoso alleged be- 
half pernicious legislation is put on the 
statute book, will be compelled to seek 
elsewhere the livelihood, which they 
have prevented themselves from earn- 
ing here.

AS TO REDISTltl BTJTIOX. 

It is a curious and very interesting 
fact that Mr. Brown's resolution in the 
House, demanding that a redistribution 
measure should be immediately brought 
down, is widely divergent in principle 
from the platform laid down by Mr. 
Martin, leader of the opposition, wind 
adopted by tho other quasi leaders, 
Messrs. Brown and Curtis, during the 
recent general elections. What: was 
evidently satisfactory to those gentle- 
men ut that period is not ' satisfactory 
to them motr; and Jhejr must hure ex- 



ceedingly poor memories not to have 
kept in mind the attitude they assumed 
in regard to that question prior to June 
0, 1000.. 

At .1 public meeting addressed by 
Messrs. .Martin mid Curtis, the then 
leader of the government, in justifying 
the course he took in helping to defeat 
the redistribution measure submitted by 
the Semlin Administration, said: "If I 
bail voted for redistribution, you would 
not have got it any quicker than under 
the present circumstances. It was the 
present intention of the government to 
delay the Redistribution Bill until af- 
ter 1901, when the census would be tak- 
en and a basis given upon which redis- 
tribution could be made." This was the 
general line of defence of the present 
leaders of the opposition during that 
campaign. The curious feature in con- 
nection with the present policy of the 
opposition is that in face of the solemn 
promise of the government that a Re- 
distribution Bill would be submitted, 
based upon the census of 1901, they 
should now press for .something entire- 
ly different to what they themselves ad- 
vocated a few months ago. 

It is also significant that in his plat- 
form, Mr. Martin, while advocating a 
Redistribution Bill, was careful to qual- 
ify his position by stating that due oon- 
sidorition would be taken of those con- 
stituencies which, by their physical 
characteristics, sparse population, and 
other conditions, were entitled to pro- 
portionately greater representation than' 
the more populous districts. His exact 
language, in fact, was as follows: '"The 
redistribution of the constituencies on 
tho basis of population, allowing to 
sparsely populated districts a propor- 
tionately larger iTeprcBoiitntion than to 
populous districts and cities"; in oth- 
er words, admitting the impossibility of 
carrying into effect any such policy ns 
Mr. Brown advocated on the floor of 
the House in moving his resolution. A 
whole day was wasted in a discussion, 
the only possible or useful result of 
which was to demonstrate how com- 
pletely tho members of the opposition 
can stultify themselves. 



GOVERNMENT HOUSE. 

In view of the arrival of the Dul 
and Duchess of York in this city in tho 
month of October next, it would be 
excellent thing if the government could 
arrange that the new Government 
House should be ready for their recep 
tion. The legislature has authorized 
the construction of the building, and 
there is no reason that we are aware of 
why the work should be delayed. Un- 
der normal conditions tho time would 
not be considered long enough for the 
work, that is, a contractor would not be 
asked to finish it within the time to 
elapse before the visit of Their Itoyal 
Highnesses, but we suppose it is only u 
matter of enough men to get the work 
done in time, and we are very sine that 
additional interest would attach to the 
Structuro lor nil time to come, if it was 
opened for ocuupntion by being used as 
n temporary home for the Heir Appar- 
ent on the first occasion when tho per- 
son standing in thnt relation to the 
throne has made a tour of all the self- 
governing parts of the Empire. There 
may be difficulties in the way of carry- 
ing out that suggestion, but we hope the 
government will give it every considera- 
tion. 



A correspondent suys that there would 
be no reason to complain of the habit 
of some people of walking on the gras 
alongside the «i<i"walks surrounding th 
Parliament building, if the government 
would carry out the original plan of lay 
ing asphalt, walks. We have evidently 
awakened the wrong passenger.

Toronto, March 15.— Bradstrcets tomorrow 
will say: Trade prospects at Montreal arc 
very blight. A great manv orders tor hard- 
ware, metals, chemicals and other heavy 
goods have been received this week for 
shipment after the first of the mouth when 
freight rntos will be lower. This Is an 
early showing, and with the exceptional 
conditions which nvc for many weeks pro- 
vailed for the sale of seasonable lines, ibo 
outlook for wholesalers Is rendered en- 
couraging. Failures In dry goods, clothing 
and boots and shoes have been few and the 
conditions of retail trade are satisfactory. 
At the moment trade Is a trllle quiet, Out 
with the first signs of spring activity Is 
expected. Winter stocks have been clean- 
ed up and the retailers nrc well prepared 
to make preparations for the coming season. 
There Is a good demand for funds and 
rates are steady. Wholesale trade at To- 
ronto this week has been active for this 
season. There has been a very fair In- 
ipilry for general staple lines and the next 
week when travellers have returned to 
their routes It Is expected that there will 
be Increased activity. .Shipments for the 
spring and summer season are Increasing, 
and a good many orders are being held 
back till the first of the month for the 
summer rntes on the railways. In the mean- 
time It Is evident from the large Increases 
In railroad earnings that large quantities 
of goods are going forward to retailors 
throughout the country. The prospects 
for general trade are very encouraging 
and there will be a large demand for sta- 
ple goods the coming season, Trade Is :n 
a healthy position and staple values am 
generally firmly held. There Is a good de- 
mand for money at previous rates. 

There has been some lmproveents In the 
Jobbing trade at Winnipeg the past week. 
The fine weather has contributed to the 
movement In spring goods throughout the 
province, showing that disposition to make 
preparations for the coming season. There 
Is a better feeling In business circles, and 
the outlook for trade Is generally consider- 
ed promising. There Is very little grain 
moving now, and prlvcs for wheat are held 
firmly. There will probably be large ship- 
ments of stock cattle as soon as the spring 
season opens.

It is hoped that 
the Klondike trade and the demand from 
railway operations will help Increase the 
trade for the large Coast markets In the 
near future. There is a good demand for 
money.

He was informed by the members from 
Cariboo that the miners there would be 
willing to have the old free miners' tax 
re-imposed in order to make the Chinese 
and Japanese pay their share of th 
taxes.

The schools benefit 
the poor perhaps more than the rich 
for the latter can afford to pay for their 
children's education at private school 
i and colleges. Why should not the pool 
1 man contribute to the general revenue 
Was it not better that men should pay 
a tnx of $~> than be saddled with an 
immense bonded indebtedness'.' (Ap 
phi use.) 

The people of British Columbia wen 
peculiarly situated, To-dny a man 
might be a laborer; to-morrow, by a 
stroko of fortune, a millionaire. No 
other country presented such possibili- 
ties. Fortunes were to be made a 
every turn, and all had an equal chance 
but the development of the country by 
roads and railways would increase those 
chances, and be felt sure that no one 
would object to contribute to such de- 
velopment. (Applause.) 

Wages in British Columbia were 
higher than in any other part of Can 
ada, The man who paid .ft tax in 
Ontario was actually paying more than 
the one who paid $5 tax here. In On- 
tario the government paid laborers $1 a 
day; here they got $2.50 a day. Give 
the average laborer here the alternative 
of working in Ontario for §1 a day and 
pay no taxes, or earn $2.50 here and 
pay ?5 a year taxes, and how many 
would accept - .' (Applause.) The rc\ 
enuo tax was not the terrible thin 
some people would like to make it. It 
is not wrong in principle. It reach 
the Chinese, it reaches everybody, and 

n e can claim that it is too heavy 

(Applause.) 



As a bracer Jesse Moore never falls. 
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On the question of collection, Mr. 
Martin said that fewer people would 
pay the government collectors; they 
would evade the tax; at present the 
tax amounted to about 5100,000. The 
population was, exclusive of Indians, 
about 175,000. Victoria collected 
$10,500, which meant that only li.lOO 
paid. Government collectors would be 
able to gather in the tax where th 
cities had failed, and all conflict of 
authority would bo avoided. Of course 
there were people who would try to 
evade this or any other tax. The in- 
come tax was successfully evaded by 
many, but that was no argument against 
the successful collection of the proposed 
tax. 

Speaking of the difference of opinion 
with regard to school management 
cities, the clash between city councils 
■and school trustees, he could only dis- 
cuss it from a provincial standpoint. 
The bill made the law clear as it 
stands. Two courses were open. Take 
all power from the trustees, or give 
them control of ordinary expenditures. 
If the first were adopted, it would be 
just as well to abolish the trustees. Mr. 
Martin does not suggest this, tl'ereiore 
he admits that education is more im- 
portant than any other department of 
administration. What should be the 
mnin objects of governing bodies? 
First, health; second, education. Even 
then, if there was too great expenditure 
it would be better than too little. The 
trustees should have a free hand, within 
certain limits to be defined, regarding 
ordinary expenditure. Opposition to 
that portion of the bill came from city 
councils, who seemed to think that be- 
cause they collect the revenue they 
should be given absolute control. Tile 
trustees, however, arc elected by a vote 
of the ratepayers at large, and are as 
responsible as the council for their nets. 
There bad been no examples of trustees 
committing unwarrantable extrava- 
gance, so far as he knew. If either 
they or the councils did wrong, the 
electors had the remedy in their hands. 

At this point Mr. Murphy read a tele- 
gram from the secretary of the Van- 
couver school board, protesting against 
the provisions of the bill restricting the 
powers of trustees and new financial ar- 
rangements proposed. 

Mr. Martin had objected to third-class 
teachers holding three-year certificates, 
being obliged to attend the normal 
school. He agreed that it was too 
much to impose upon beginners who 
could not afford to come from distant 
points. It would pmcticnlly bur poor 
people from the profession of teaching 
if they did not. live in or near Vancou- 
ver. The other certificates were granted 
lor life, and he thought the applicants 
should go to the normal school. He 



would ask the government to rectify 
this in committee. Objection had been 
taken to the government notifying the 
teachers of new rules before the lull 
was passed. Under the old law many 
teachers would have had to present 
themselves for examination this year. 

That i uit hard work added to their 

daily duties. In (bung away with term 
certWates the government hud done 
nwny with this hardship. lie thought 
they had done right in notifying the 
teachers in advance. 

In conclusion, be congratulated the 
government on the evident desire to 
accomplish a much-needed reform with 
the least possible departure from exist- 
ing conditions. He considered their 
course a wise one. and be would do all 
in his power, us he hoped every other 
member would, to nssist them in pnss- 
ing a law that would prove acceptable 
to the people of the province. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Oliver agreed with Mr. Murphy In 
saying the government had shown great 
ooiirnce In Introducing the bill. lie failed 
J to find any principle In II. The government 
' departed from the f id system on the ex- 
cuse that It was necessary to provide more 
revenue. People bad to pay for sidiools In 
any event. It did not matter what ^VS- 
tem or taxation was resorted to. In 1808 
the burden was put upon the Const cities 
and towns, and If was the evident Intention 
to extend It to the whole province. It was 
once the boast that Hritlsh Columbia had 
tin' br-sl school system la the world, but 
it wns threatened by constant changes. It 
was unfair to compare British Columbia 
Willi Ontario. Conditions were distinctly 
different, if the government administered 
the schools properly there was no occasion 
whatever for friction between city councils 
and school trustees. The faet of the mat- 
ter whs the entire system was to be sacri- 
ficed for the benefit of a few lUgh schools. 

Mr. Helmokcn said nfter the logical and 
strong cpeecbi of the member for Vale he 
I 



felt sure the bill would commend Itself to 
the house. It was incumbent cn the gov- 
ernment to see that the Interests of educa- 
tion did not suffer while having due regard 
for Important public works. It spoke well 
for the excellence of the bill that Mr. Mar- 
tin declared he did not Intend to oppose the 
second reading. Hut he thought It strange 
that ho should reserve his opposition to the 
third reading /or reasons best known to 
himself. The proper time to object to the 
bill was at the second reading. 

Tbere could hardly be any objection to 
the bill except In mutters of detail which 
might properly be thrashed out In commit- 
tee. Hon. Mr. Prentice had signified his 
willingness to accept amendments and 
evinced every desire to facilitate the pass- 
ago of a law that would nieet with general 
approval. 

Speaking for Victoria, civic delegations 
had Intimated that they wished certain 
amendments. lie had sent the school trus- 
tees a copy of the bill, but they had not 
answered or taken any steps to oppose It. 
lie understood they were pleased with the 
proposals. With regard to the friction be- 
tween the council and trustees, he consider- 
ed It a matter of detail which might be sat- 
isfactorily settled, iteferrlng to the duties 
of school trustees, he said they had an en- 
ormous responsibility which It was difficult 
to administer to everybody's satisfaction. 
The bill provided how the trustees should 
approach the council for funds to carry on 
the schools. The trustees claimed once In 
Victoria that the schooi appropriation 
should bo a first charge on the revenue, 
while the council held that the public 
works should come first. The result was 
a great deal of friction. Although there 
was a vast difference of opinion on the 
point It was absolutely necessary to find 
money for school purposes. Restriction on 
the trustees Is necessary, for although they 
are elected by the people they were return- 
ed for two years and were not under the 
same restraint as the aldermen. All Items 
of extraordinary expenditure should be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people for they In 
the long run have control. A g.ent deal 
might be said on this subject, but he hoped 
the parties Interested would take advantage 
of the courtesy of the Honorable the Min- 
ister of Education and settle their differ- 
ences by amending the bill to suit their 
views. There were many details that re- 
quired careful consideration, but he thought 
these could nil be arranged satisfactorily 
before the bill was made law. 

Mr. Helmcken quoted a mass of figures 
showing the cost of the Victoria schools 
year by year since 1805, and complimenting 
Hon. Mr. Prentice on his earnest effort t 
reform his department and assuring him 
of his hearty support. Victoria contend 
that the new law would Increase her burden 
greatly, and he urged Mr. Prentice to re 
consider the matter of the grant and try 
to adjust It on more favorable terms.. 

Mr. Turner, In former years,' had contrlb 
uted liberally to hospitals, ills successors 
in office had cut down the grants ami the 
ofTect was, at least In the case of the 
Koyal Jubilee Hospital, of which be laid the 
honor to be president, that the directors 
were taught to keep down the expenditure. 
(Laughter.) The same might apply to the 
schools, and the new law might cause tin 
trustees to cut their coat according to their 
cloth. (I.unght'T and applause.) 

He was sanguine of good times In the fu 
tore of the province, which was destined 
to progress by leaps and bounds under the 
fostering care of the present government 
of progress. They asked the house to 
down school expenses, but If their other 
projects were successfully carried out no 
one would feel or begrudge the extra tax 
for all would be benefited by the general 
prosperity, and they should make the small 
sacrifice for the good of education. (Ap 
plnuse.) 

Mr. Curtis complimented the house on the 
dignity which had characterized the debate. 
He was glad of the bill as It gave an oc- 
casion for the free discussion of the subject 
of education. Ho complimented Mr. Oliver 
on his speech, ami praised the school act of 
180], as an admirable measure. He paid a 
graceful tribute to Mr. Prentice and Mr. 
\le\. Hoblnson, superintendent of edu- 
cation, for their ability and their ambition 
to place British Columbia In the front 
rank In education. The school system was 
in excellent one, excellently carried out. 
Applause.) lie then proceeded to criticise 
at length the whole educational system of 
Canada, pointing out Its many defects and 
ulng that It failed to accomplish the ob- 
jects for which It was Intended In paylny 
too much attention to training the mind 
it the expense of the faculties. It wns a 
system of rnonjnl gymnastics. The require- 
ment of the age was practical training. 
Obleet Icrsoiis were more valuable than 
algebra. Practical botany and Instruction 
in mineralogy were more needed In this 
province than the classics. He did not be- 
lieve In the "frills" taught In the high 
schools. 

He rend from the Manual of School Law 
e regulations regarding third class cer- 
tificates, which required applicants to pos- 
high school and normal school certifi- 
cates, and pointed out the hardship thlH 
rule Imposed on young teachers In forcing 
to come to Vancouver at great ex- 
pense.. Professional- ' tlAiJhilng "bight be 
taught In model schools which might be es- 
tablished at convenient points. Ho would 
admit teachers from the other provinces 
with normal training. He criticized the 
standard of examinations, reading and writ- 
ing were sacrificed to other subjects. Text 
books for high schools were too many and 
too dear. 

Mr. Prentice explained that the text 
books had been selected on the PC-commen- 
dation of a committee of experienced teach- 

Continuing his criticism, Mr. Curtis point- 
ed out that the literature used In high 
schools almost totally Ignored Canadian 
authors, and even that used was not of the 
kind best calculated to Improve the minds 
of the scholars. 

Coming to the hill Itself Mr. Curtis said 
the financlnl arrangements should have 
been plainly stated, separately, and not 
In conjunction with the school bill. The 
$2 tax was utterly unnecessary. The cit- 
ies were not treated fairly. Coasl cities 
hail hail grants of land for school purposes 
which Interior towns and cities had not. 
He would support the setting aside of a 
large portion of public lands for the sup- 
port of the schools. One of the most valu- 
able parts of the province. Queen Charlotte 
Islands, were reserved from sale, presum- 
ably for railway purposes. If the govern- 
ment would do its duty those Islands might 

be set aside for the In fit of the schools 

and avoid the Increased revenue tax. There 
were said to be vast deposits of coul In 
those Islands, which. If properly adminis- 
tered, would more than pny all the expens- 
es of education. He. claimed that his dis- 
trict paid a surplus of revenue to the gov- 
ernment nfter deducting all the amounts 
granted by the government for schools, 
roads and every other public service. The 
government had reserved one-quarter inter- 
est in new towns for school purposes but 
lind not sold them to advantage, In some 
Instances not nt all. He complained of the 
tardiness of the government In providing 
schools In new communities. 

Hon. Mr. Prentice— Not one single appli- 
cation for n school building has been refus- 
ed since I have heeu at the head of the de- 
partment. 

He did not refer to Mr. Prentice, bill to 
Mr. Turner, who, during his former term 
of office, hod neglected to furnish school 
buildings at Rosslnnd. 

Mr. Turner— We built two costly schools 
at Ilossland. 

There should be no difficulty In provid- 
ing school buildings and maintaining them. 
The government should nave a contingent, 
fund to provide efi'lelent service. 

The government seemed to think the Im- 
position of the Increased revenue tnx a 
clever iflnnnclnl transaction.

of ready made clothing superior to 
any that Chinese turned out. lie ans- 
wered Commissioner Munn on matters 
of apprenticeship. lie had learned his 
trade in Scotland, and there the custom 
was to tench all parts of the trade. Here 
a lenrner took up the part of the trade 
they chose. They discouraged those 
who applied to learn the trade, as con- 
ditions diii not warrant recommending 
it as desirable to learn. They advised 
boys who applied to thorn not to learn. 

To Commissioner Foley, he said if no 
check were put on the Chinese, he and 
others would be forced out of business. 

To President ditto, witness said when 
the union existed in 1891 there was a 
union scale of wages. The weakening 
of their numbers had broken up the un- 
ion, and wages had declined since. 

To Mr. Wooiton, who appeared for 
.Mi-, {'has. Wilson, witness said the 
quality of cloth used was the same as 
formerly. As to legislation, he said if 
tailors had the same amount of protec- 
tion as the lawyer or doctors, a hoard 
of examiners who would decide 'whoii a 
man was lit to be a tailor, they -would 
be in a better position. 

Mr. Bradburn then cross-examined 
the witness. 

IX THE AFTFUXOOX. 

Mr. Grant was examined by the com- 
missioners at the afternoon session with 
respect to the number of Japanese en- 
gaged in tailoring. There were two Jap- 
anese tailoring firms in the city, lie said, 
employing seven each, and a number of 
Japanese were employed by Chinese tai- 
lors. The effect of the Japanese and 
Chinese races coming together would In- 
to lower wages and prices still further. 
The Japanese conform to customs of 
the white race as to dress and on the 
si reel, but they would be just us injuri-j 
ous as Chinese. They were a little! 
more inclined to deal with white men' 
than Chinese. If Chinese were prohibit- 
ed .".ml Japanese admitted, it would 
make it equally as unpleasant as if the' 
Chinese were admitted and Japanese 
excluded. He favored exclusion of Jap-' 
anise as well as 'Chinese on the ground! 
or their injury to the working class. 

President Chile took occasion to refer 
to three treaties of the United States re- 
specting Chinese. The first one. in 1808, 
admitted Chinese to the United States. 
That or 1S80 provided discretionary 
power, agreed to by tho Chinese gov- 
ernment, allowing the United States 
government to limit Chinese immigra- 
tion when it. became a detriment. The 
'treaty of 1894 provided that for ten 
years the coming of.Chiue.se laborers lo ( 



the United States should be absolutely 
prohibited. The treaty between Great 
Britain and China provided that Chi- 
nese subjects were at perfect liberty to 
go to British dominions. 

Mr. Olive Phillipps-Wolley, formerly 
provincial sanitary inspector, found it 
was largely the Chinese who were re- 
sponsible for sanitary trouble. The wit- 
ness described sanitary regulations 
which he was sent to the coal mining 
districts by Or. Davie to bring about, 
providing of pure water supply, the de- 
stuction of all sewage matter, and also 
for the prevention of the spread of dis- 
ease, lie described the condition of the 
Chinese in his experience as '•more lil- 
thy than it was possible to believe hu- 
man beings could make it." He de- 
scribed one instance of the unclean anil 
over-crowded quarters occupied by Chi- 
nese, ami said in his experience this was 
a fair example of the general condition. 
He had never yet seen a Chinese habi- 
tation tit for human beings to occupy. 
Their sleeping quarters he described as 
a board and a blanket, and not room to 
turn round. 

As to the possibility of assimilation, ho 
did not see any Indications of it. He 
hoped such would never occur, lor he 
did not believe we should allow the de- 
terioration of the Anglo-Saxon race by 
mixing with the Chinese. He did not 
think it was at nil likely the two races 
would mix, as they were so dissimilar. 
To begin with, the Chinese looked down 
on the white race. Chinese servants 
never treated white women with pro- 
per respect. As to the desirability of 
allowing immigration of Chinese with n 
view to building up a new race, the wit- 
ness emphatically said: "We don't want 
I hem." He described an epidemic of 
typhoid at Itosslnnd Which had occurred 
iii his official experience, and which he 
had traced to Chinese direct. As to en- 
farcing sanitary regulations, he found 
thev simply would not do anything they 
we're told in that respect. He had noth- 
ing to do with flic inspection of Chinese 
quarters in the larger cities in the pro- 
vince. Their presence was a menace 
to health, he considered. The habit of 
Chinese laundrymen blowing water 
from their mouths on the linen they 
were ironing was an excellent way of 
spreading tuberculosis, its Chinese were 
very subject to it. and physicians would 
say that from the mouth was the most 
dangerous means of spreading tubercu- 
losis infection. In preparing bread. 
Chinese servants spewed water over it 
from the mouth also. He spoke in the 
strongest terms of the filthy habits of 
Chinese gardeners, and that their 
methods gave them an advantage white 
gardeners could not. compete with. He 
considered the Chinese us unspeakably 
filthy. 

To Mr. Bradburn, he said he consid- 
ered the Chinaman a whited sepulchre, 
clean without, but beastly dirty within. 
He would not call the Chinese as clean 
as the Indians. Respecting tho honesty 
of Chinese and their length of service, 
he knew that a Chinaman who had been 
many years in one place, was found to 
be the biggest thief in the country. He 
did not consider the Chinaman less 
criminal than other classes. He had 
not known of any epidemic arising from 
clothing washed in Chinese laundries. 

Regarding Japanese, he said he pre- 
ferred them to Chinese, as they became 
more civilized and more like the white 
men. He objected to them as well as to 
Chinese coming into the country. The 
Japanese lie had seen were mostly em- 
ployed on the farms. Two might pos- 
sibly do as much as a while man. if 
they were watched will enough. He did 
not know of their habits in cities. 

To Mr. Munn. he said lie preferred 
Japanese, as they patronized white 
merchants, and imitated white ways, lie 
would say without actually knowing 
trade, he would fancy they were a 
greater menace than Chinese. 

Mr. Munn suggested thai Capt. Wol- 
ley was competent to discuss means of 
improving existing treaties, (.'apt. Wol- 
ley said that "like many would-be poli- 
ticians, he knew very well what, was 
wirong, but did not know just how to 
set. it right." 

There were but two tilings to do, cith- 
er admit the Chinese and Japanese 
freely and place them on their basis as 
coolies, and pay them coolie wages, or 
else exclude them altogether. He would 
deplore the free importation of coolies, 
lnil at present the numbers were mere- 
ly enough to place them in competition 
wilh white labor. 

From an Imperial point of view. Capt. 
Wolley said he considered if it: was e: 
sential to sacrifice a pari of the Fvmpir

He 
had all he could do. There were at 
least !H) men then employed in the trade 
and the union had about 130 members, 
women included. 

He said as far as they could gather, 
the wngi-s for men were about $12 per 
week, and Jvti per week for women. The 
'Chinese came into competition by tak- 
ing away almost all the trade, work- 
ing for wages white men could not com- 
pete. 'l'hi' continuance of present con- 
ditions would drive him out of the city 
and country, as it had others. His pre- 
sent earnings did not enable him to keep 
his family clothed and teed his children 
md educate them as they ought. 

To Commissioner Munn, witness said 
hi' did not think Chinese and Japanese 
were employed to any extent in tailor- 
ing in the United States cities. 

To Commissioner Foley's question, if 
he felt that a continuance of present 
conditions would eventually drive white 
tailors out of the country, the witness 
replied, feelingly: "Von bet you." He 
expressed the belief that in time every 
brade would feel the effect of the com- 
petition unless the Chinese and Japan- 
ese were driven out. As to the effect 
on peaceful relation of the white v ith 
the Orientals, he said unless legislators board.

Last year he had 
live, and the highest he ever employed 
was six. He made ordinary suits, 
working clothes, Chinese clothes, hut no 
Indies' tailoring. He did not do first- 
class tailoring. His shop was 25x50 
feet 'His building was two stories high. 
He lived upstairs. The employees 
boarded and lodged with him. lie paid 
$25, $30 and $35 per month wages. One 
of his present employees had worked for 
a year and a half, lie had paid him 
825 for some six months. The other 
man was paid $35 per month, and was 
a skilled tailor. The men worked from 
i> o'clock and worked until 8 o'clock at 
night. They had dinner about 1 o'clock, 
taking half an hour or so, and supper at 
5 o'clock.
